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WHAT IS A PARAPLEGIC? 

A paraplegic is a person who has sustained paralysis of the 
lower limbs and part of the torso as a result of disease or injury 
to the spinal cord. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE GAMES 

Following the second World War intensive rehabilitation 
and training enabled many paralyzed individuals to partici¬ 
pate in regular community activities. A fundamental part 
of their community life was the desire to compete in wheel¬ 
chair sports and demonstrate their highly specialized athletic 
skills. 

Since 1952, international wheelchair sports have been held 
annually at the Stoke Mandeville Spinal Injuries Centre, 
England. From these beginnings evolved a new chapter in 
international sports relationships—the "Paralympics” follow¬ 
ing the regular Olympic Games and the "British Common¬ 
wealth Paraplegic Games” following the regular British 
Commonwealth Games 

"Paraplegic Games (Pan-Am 1967)” came into being fol¬ 
lowing official recognition from the International Executive 
of the Pan-Am Society Organization in September 1 966. The 
organizing committee, working under the auspices of the 
Canadian Paraplegic Association has planned the Games in 
accordance with international rules. All this has been made 
possible through the unceasing support of countless individuals 
and organizations. 

We are honoured to have the opportunity of hosting the 
Paraplegic Games (Pan-Am 1967) and pleased to welcome 
participants from seven nations to Winnipeg. 

WHAT IS THE AIM AND PURPOSE? 

—To further the development of wheelchair sports through 
the establishment of a Pan-American Wheelchair Sports 
Council, and 

—To provide an opportunity for disabled people to share their 
knowledge and experience in the field of sports, rehabilita¬ 
tion and social culture.

CLASSIFICATIONS 

Muscles throughout the body are activated by the impulses from the 
brain which are transmitted via the nerves which make up the spinal cord. 
Injury to, or disease of, the spine at any given level along its length, results 
in paralysis below that level. For the purposes of paraplegic sports, par¬ 
ticipants are classified into groups according to the level of their paralysis 
so that unfair competition is eliminated. These classifications vary with 
the sport. 


EXPLANATION OF CLASSES 


The Spine is made up of a number of Vertebrae. The four classes indi¬ 
cate the level of spinal parlysis: 

Cervical (Neck) Cl-8 segments. 

Thoracic (Chest) Tl-12 segments. 

Lumbar (Loin) L1 -5 segments (Cauda Equina). 

General Classes for Field Events: 

Class A—Paralyzed above segment T10—complete paralysis. 

Class B—Paralyzed above segment TlO—incomplete paralysis. 

Class C—Paralyzed at segment TlO or below. 

Class D—Cauda Equina with functioning thigh muscles. 

Class A is therefore the most disabled of the group, and the other classes 
are disabled to a lessening degree.
